PARATIONS FOR THE NEXT 

CAMPAIGN. 

Tn 1856 we shall make war with an ar- 
my numerically proportioned with our po- 
ition, and a fleet sufficiently large to accom- 
plish anything that a fleet can accomplish. 
Besides the large ships of this year’s Baltic 
fleet, we have many new vessels, like the 
Marlborough, Conqueror,Brunswick, Victor, 
Emanuel, Sule}, Shannon and Pearl, which 
have been floated within the lastfew weeks, 
and will be ready for service when they are 
required in Spring. Each week that passes 
witnesses the departure upon the waters of 
some half dozen little gunboats—Biters, | 
Snappers and Teasers —whose deeds we 
are sure will not belie theirnames. Alto- 
gether we may calculate upon having 
available next summer, some ity line-of- 
battle ships and large frigates, of the new 
heavy arined class, about 20 corovetts and 
smaller vessels of war, with not less than 
170 or 180 gun and mortar boats, of light 
draught, each mounting from one to four 
guns of very heavy calibre. There will be 
thus at work in the Baltic some 230 vessels 
of all classes under the English pennant ; 
propelled by steam, most of them expressly 
built for tlie peculiar service which they 
will have to accomplish, efficiently manned, 
and carrying more than the usual force of 
marine artillery and marines, which latter 
admirable and most useful corps is now at 
its full strength and in the highest state of 
discipline. With the powerful co-operation 
ofthe Emperor Napoleon, we may expect 
that the allied movements in the Baltic 
ar will be ofa character to eclipse 
t and importance the operations 
hitherto carried on in the southern portion 
of the Russian empire. What those prin- 
cipally erned expect in that quarter 
may be inferred, from the exertions which 
are known to be at this moment made 
i and the immediate defences 
As regards the force 
under Sir William Codringdon, we may 
roughly calculate upon haying it, exclusive 
of auxiliary unacocmbatant corps, at a 
strength of 100,000 fighting men, of which 
over 70,000 will be British soldiers, 20,000 
Turkish Contingent, and about 1,000 or 
12,000 German Swiss, and Italian Legion.

purpose to allure the vietims on to their 
fate, “The flag of truce,” writes Lieute- 
nant Geneste, * not being answered in any 
way, and no signal of any kind being made, 
J, of course, concluded that there could 
not be any Russian troops in the neighbor- 
hood, and therefore proceeded slowly to tho 
shore to fulfil my mission, the flag of truce 
still kept in the most conspicuous position.” 
So the boat's crew of the Cossack pulled 
in. They little dreamt of what hind of 
entertainment was being prepared for them 


by a detachment of one of the “cracked” 
Russian regiments—as Grenadiers of Fred- 


erick William of Prussia, as they are called. 

The Cossack’s boat carried nothing but 
the few muskets which are as regularly part 
of her equipment in time of war, as the oars 
or rudder. The men did not wear their 
cartouch-boxes, tlie muskets were not load- 
ed, nor even visible ; thoy were lying at the 
bottom of the boat, beneath the luggage of 
the Russian prisoners. The ill-fated sailors 
pulled in to the shore, but when they ar- 
rived at the jetty no one was visible save 
two women anda peasant, Lieutenant 
Geneste Janded the Russian prisoners and 
their baggage, and then proceeded towards 
the telegraph-station on the hill to com- 
municate with the officer who was known 
to be stationed there, He liad been direct- 
ed to inform him that it was the intention 
of the English to put a stop to the coasting 
trade for the future. Lieutenant Geneste 
was accompanied by the Russian prisoners 
and Dr. Easton; thé three stewards of the 
ship, totally unarmed, were also of the par- 
ty. They had not advanced far when a 
large detachment of the King of Prussia’s 
Ownstarted up from an ambuscade, and 
fired a volley upon the defenceless party. 
In vain they pointed to the flag of truce and 
called for quarter—no lieed was paid to 
their cries. Among tho first men who fell 
was Lundstrum, one of the Finnish captains. 
We need not enter the details of the hide- 
ous sceng, for Lieutenant Geneste’s letter 
will be translated into every language of 
the civilized world, and read in every quar- 
ter of the globe. As for the men in tho 
boat, some of them were slot without an at= 
anee; some of the poor erea-

The Chairman said, some doubts having 
been expressed at the last general meeting 
as to the right and form of voting, the ques 
ion had been submitted to My Roundell 
Palmer for his opinion.

THE BISHOP OF LONDON AND | 
FLORAL DECORATIONS, 


To the Editor of the Record, 

Sim—A paragraph, copied from the 
‘Sunday Times, having appeared in. several | 
Newspapers, stating that “the Bishop of | 
London met the Hon, and Rev. Mr, Liddell | 
and Mr. Westerton at St. Paul's, Knights- 
bridge, for the purpose of inspecting the 
floral decorations objected by the latter ; 
and after minutely examining the arrange- 
meuts, his Lordship expressed his approval 
of them,” I beg, as a parishioner who hap- 
pened to bepresent to say that that statement | 
1s utterly at variance with what took place 
on the occasion, and I hope that you will } 
have the kindness to insert this letter in 
your paper, in order that the erroneous im- 
pression conveyed by the paragraph in | 
question may be removed, 

It was not my intention or that of two 
other parishioners present at the time, to 
haye exposed the several discomfitures sus- 
tained by the Puseyites, or the censures 
bestowed upon them by the Bishop of Lon- 
don on that occasion ; but as they have 
themselves taken the initiative, and that, 
too, by making a palpable micrepresenta- 
tion, no further delicacy need be observed. 

The Bishop remarked to Mr. Westerton 
that he had expected to find the floral dec- 
orations had been carried on to a much 
greater extent than they were, to which 
Mr. Westerton replied that that would 
have been the case now, but for his deter- 
mined opposition, and that until lately the

The Bishop disapproved of it, as 
as of a number of floril crosses placed 
oyer the reredos, to which his attention 
was specially called by Mr, Westerton, 
which his Lordship directed him to remove 
and replace them by a few simple white 
flowers tied up in a bunch. 

The Bishop also decided that Mr. West-

correct,and that tlie incumbent had no right

to as arbitrator, This decision was a se- 
vere blow to Mr. Liddel!, as he always de- 
nied to Mr, Westerton this his Jegal righ 
and had actually been present along w 
his curates; atthe“ barring out” of Mr.

The best proof of the correctness of the 
above statement is that, on the 24th May 
the day following the Bishop's visit to St. 
Paul's, Mr. Westerton and his brother 
churchwarden, acting conjointly, proceeded 
to carry out the Bishop’s orders with re- 
spect tothefloral decorations in that church. 
Those condemned by his Lordship, along 
with several large wooden crossss, were 
pulled down; and, as soon as_ practicable,

DANGER OF “SEEING THE LIONS”

It is more than hinted that as soon as 
the Tchernaya be frozen, Gortschakoff in- 
tends to throw his troops across and attack 
the allies. In the meantime the allies do 
not attack Gortschakoff. They do not fire 
a single gun against the north side. But 
the north side fires daily upon the south ; 
although with little effect, I am sorry to 
add, that in one day during tho present 
week, we had a private of the 18th killed 
and four wounded, English, while cooking 
near the dock ; and the other side of the 
Arsenal Creek, one Frenchman killed, and 
also an ox. So that there is even yet some 
danger “insecing the lions” at Sebasto- 

ol, During the fete of St. Barbe, 1 am 
Sa to record we did not lose a singlo 
man. Had ashell fallen amongeven one of 
the many military re-unions gathered toge- 
ther on that night, the enemy might have 
made a grand coup. A French colonel 
and four captains out shooting near the 
Tchernaya, aud somewhat too eager in the 
pursuit of sport, were surrounded by Cos- 
sacks and taken prisoners, dogs and all_— 
Shooting is an amusement that cannot be 
indulged in every day, for the weather is 
now very unsettled and variable. As to 
gales and rain, the winter has certainly set 
in this year more fiercely than did the 
winter of 1854, and at this moment the 
valley of Inkermann resembles a lake, while 
our ronds are knee deop in mud in many 
places, and parts of the plateau and ee 
erfectly like a swamp, and impassablo.— 
People ‘are in some parts of the camp suf- 
fering a good deal from boils on the chest, 
which are attributed te tho water, never 
good, having become much worse since the 
yains setin. Our medical officers are on 
the alert and watching the men most anx- 
iously, so that come what illness there may 
easonable to presume that with our 
increased comforts and experience, and huts, 
wo shall not again haye to deplore the loss 
of so many of our fine fellows. 


HOW OUR SOLDIERS ARE FED AND 
CLOTHED. 


If our Allios, tho French, had last wintor 
the advantage over us in point of clothes 
and huts, they certainly have not this win- 
tor in ono single point.

MISCELLANEOUS WAR ITEMS. 


The gunboat flotilla for the next year's 
campaign in the Baltic will be commanded 
by Captain the Hon. H. Keppel (Commo- 
dore), Captain John Elliott, Captain Yelver- 
ton, and Captain Key.

Each of the captains selected to com~ 
mand the gun-boat and mortar-boat flotilla 
for the ensuing year’s campaign, will have 
a line-of-battle ship armed en flute, as a 
store and depot ship, attached to his squad- 
ron. 

Five steam gunboats, lately launched aro 
fitting out in the East India Docks.
